Th«Mi|iestidM and hundreds more rolled excitedly from 
114 seventh grade science students of Lynnhaven Elementary 
Scho^ as they dug eathitsiastlcally in Qie internationally fk - 
nous Ri<% Fossil Pit in-flampton last month. 

Lynnlaven science tMCher Ann Brand, whose major is 
biolQgy and who claims she is a "fossil nut," decided the 
t>est way to teach her science students about geology was 
to let them "dig in" At the Rice Pit. 

Wiwn she taught At Williamsburg in 1968, Brand became 
familiar with the vast rai«e of preserved fossils in the Rice 
Pit, which isiUxnit 12$ feet deep and located off Harris Creek 
Road. The {dt's potential was discovered by the son of the 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. W. Macon Rice, in 1960. Archeology 
eqwrts from around the world have established that the pit's 
fossils, wUch are perfectly preserved, date back 20,000,000 
years to die Miocene Epoch. 

Among the famous fossils taken from the pit are a 500 - 
pound irfeee of trapio^ coral- -which established that Hamp- 
ton was wider about IM feetof water 20 million years ago— 
and the bones of an 80-foot whale, both of which are now 
at the Sihlthsoniati Institute. 



The day of the fl^ trip to Hampton, Brand was assisted 
by three other teai^ters from Lynnhaven Elementary, Cllf- , 
ton E. Austin, Charles Davis and John Roadman, who, ac - 
cerdinR to Brand, "did a super Job of helping the kids."i 

"Mr. and Mrs. Rice have dedicated themselves to the geo- 
logical wonders *of their pit, especially in sharing with 
children," Brand pQipts out. "They have constructed a mu- 
seum of fossils to explore, and they also let each student 
dig for his own fossils. They show an endless patience in 
answering each ^lestion about the fossils found." 

' "When the kids ask me how much a particular fossil is 
worth," says Ri^j "I tell them that I recently sent five 
small coffee cuis d fossils to a museum in South Africa, 
and they valued the shipment at $5,000. That usually sur- 
prises them." 

Rice eqilains. that fossils are easy to find in his pit, es- 
pecially aHj|r a heavy rain, and that some combination in 
the e^rth aM water ^s preserved them perfectly. "Most 
e thtsik of fossils as a l^rdened, brittle imprint in 
tfilipif w*'«6 excavated rare siMRlsiithipdts 
on then and clams whlehstill have meat in them— clams 
20milliodymrsoM»"|iiesclalms. "Theseare true fossils.* 
Back at tneir L^mhave Elementary classrooms, the stu- 
dents cleaned and caraMIy mounted their fossils, and with 
/Brand's help, identified most of them. 

Some, however, coa^ not be identified, and at the stu- 
dent's request, the Riees visited the school Tuesday, Nov. 
14, as guests to view tte collections and help identify the 
remaining few. For their help, the Rices were also invi- 
ted to lunch at the school cafeteria. 

"This is the highlight of the year's science study," 
glowed Brand, "It's a happy realization to each student 
whoi he actually finds a fossil that he has been studying a- 
bout and learns from the experience. That's what it's all 
about." . ■-'■-

Four years ago, Wllkins realized that there was a goal 
io^ ^ iffer *'"The purpose," he said, "is to4&^ will oi 
God. Since then many doors have opened. Without God 
you put yourself first." 

In 1975, Wilkins was hired as the director of the Cri- 
sis Intervention Home, a state granted program for child- 
ren in need of help. He oversees eight counselors and 15 
children whose needs range from a place to stay, something 
to eat, to l)eing counseled. 

"It's a place where kids can get in to an environment 
where they can grow and learn," he said. 

Although Wilkins admits that the Home's effectiveness 
is oflly short term, he said they try to deal with and clar- 
ify the problem. "We don't solve anything... or very little, 
he said. The average stay in the. Home last month was 
nine days. 

In his spare time Wilkins participates in his lifetime love, 
sports. 

"After the accident I didn't think I'd ever be involved 
in sports again," he recalled. Now he holds a world- 
wide gold medal in wheelchair athletics as well as a sil- 
ver and three fourth places.

Ah, for ttie dn^s of yesterday, mbm Ifom, Dad and tbe 
kids drofe out to the snow-covered woods to choose and 
cut thetr own Christmas tree. It was a family tradition. 

Virgiaia Beach may he an area slightly sparce of snow, 
but th^ <M Christmas tradition of cutting and choosing 
one's own tree remains at the Beach at Sam's Christmas 
Tree Fann located at 1993 Oceana Blvd. 

Owned by R.L. Samuels, Sam's has be«i in the Christmas 
tree tntslness for five years now. They're cutting Scotch 
Pines this year although they grow Blue Spruce as well. 

The Blue spruce won't be ready until next year, said 
Chai^lie Bailey, an emplc^ee. "Our largest trees are eight 
and nine feet. We sel}.them for $2.25 a foot," he added. 

Up until this year, tree shoM>ers have been able to have 
their tree dag 19 and balled at cram's; the work being done 
personally by Samuels. But this year Samuels is in.ill- 
health and is unable to do the woA. 

Christmas tree fkrming is a family affair with tte Sam- 
uels, nielr son, Robert, and his wife, the former Elisa- 
beth Faolkener of Virginia Beach, own and operate a 200- 
acre farm in Scottsville, Va. 

"Our daa(^er-in-law came up with the idea for us," 
said Mrs. Samuels. "But this is their first year." 

Mrs. Samuels, who said her husband was getting to where 
he really ai}oyed the brm, told of her husband's 24 
years in Ti<tewater. "He's always loved the soil," she said. 
"It gives him a lot of pleasure." 

Sam's farm employs seven employees, most of them from 
the immediate area. Bailey lives next door and Robert Fra- 
zier and Robert Dickenson, who cut trees and tie them up, 
live across the street. 

The Samuels operate the fkrm every day of the week 
fh)m 9 a.m. until 6 p.m. from Dec. .1 until Christmas Eve. 

Sam's Christmas Tree Farm is for families inside and 
out. The family who comes to bi^ gets to know the family 
who (derates it. It's the feeling of an old time Christmas 
tradition right here in Virginia Beach.

The Tidetmter Better Business Bureau warned shoppers 
as toe Christmas seasoo to offlcially underway, to be par- 
ticularly wary of sharp operators iHio st«p op toeir activ- 
ItieB dittlag toe hididay season. 

Charles A. Martak, general maaager, said 'ihese sea- 
sonal swladlers are as much a part of tte holiday sceae 
as the street-corner SaaU, draialag millions of dollars 
annually from consummers and bustoessmen. These rack- 
eteers capitilise on the Chrtotmas rush and toe fact that 
people tmd to be more g«ierous and trusting at thto time 
of year." 

According to Martak, toe Christmas gyp has many guises: 

-He may be a ^eet comer peddler hawUiv cheap watches, 
perfume, gadgeto, toys, ties and otoer shoddy merchandise. 

-He may work for mail order firms otferii^c toys, watdhes. 
Jewelry and other items supposedly at a fraction of the re- 
tail price. When toe merchaadtoe arrives, if it evM' does, 
it nuy be a cheap imltotiOB of toe item toought to have 
beoi ordered. 

-He may be a tel^hone voice making appeato tor some 
unknown charitable organisation or a self -described needy 
individual seeking clothing, food or funds. 

-He may be a gUb, well-dressed salesman harassing 
businessmen to buy gifto to quantity at Chrtotmas. Sales 
may' be attempted to offices, at factory gates, oa toe street 
or door-to-door. 

Martak said "The perfume boat to one of toe most wide- 
qiread of toe Christmas gjps and has an>eared to Tide- 
water to the past years." 

Thto racket tovdves the sate of well-known brands of 
colognes and toilet waters rebottled to small purse-sise 
coi^ners by cimiipanies having no connection wito toe or- 
iginal manufkctarers. The pitoUc is fooled toto believing 



it is buying real perfume at bargato prices. Actually, 
toey are Iraying colognes and toilet waters which are be- 
ing sold at several times toeir regular retail prices. 

Based on past experience, toese otoer schemes can also 
be expected to reappear: ' 

-The shipping of unordered merchandise to consumers 
by unknown charitable organizations who request donations 
for the goods shi{q)ed. Consumers who receive unordered 
merchandise through toe mails are not obligated to retuni 
it or pay for it umier Virginia law. 

-Bait advertising which featyres merchandise toat toe 
dealer tries not to sell. If he attempts to switch you a - 
gainst your will to something much more expensive, you 
can pnrtnbly do much better by checking quality and prices 
elseiriiere. 

-P^Hitorly advertised toys will be featured as leaders 
at deep-out prices almost everywhere. The so-called 
"list prices" will be totally meaningless as comparative 
prices, and the BBBregards tbeM* use as not to toe pub- 
lic interest, ualess toey are the advertisers own former 
prices. 

-Attempts to collect on C.O.D. packages suM>osedly for 
a neighbor who, the deliverer says, "is not at home." 
The packages may contain unordered merchandise or merely 
paper or cotton wadding. 

Your best resource at Christmas as at every otoer time 
of year is toe reputable merchant. When to doubt, chieck 
wito the Tidewater EBB for a reliability report. 

Also, when you know about cases of false or misleading 
advertising or deceptive sales schemes, report toem to 
the Better Business Bureau. Your report will be held to 
cmifidence and may serve in protecting others.

Althou^ there 'was general agreement among the coun- 
dlmen that the law was poorly written, ccmfiising and 
difficult to oiforce, Council failed Uonday afternoon to 
give Riggs the endorsement of a referendum wUch he 
songU. Enacted Iqr the Stete Legislature, the blue law 
Iffovides localities with a local (vtion throu^ a refer- 
endnm. 

Councilman Robert R. Cromwell, who said that be was 
lB<.favor of the blue law although he thoi«bt it should be 
<dirifled, said that. "If it were put to a vote today, it 
wMd still be supported." 

Cromweli thongtt the argument shouU be Mldressed 
to StUe legislators. "The thing to do is not to eUmin- 
ateitbottochaiveit" 

Biggs had lUtially asked Council to endorse a refer- 
mSma on Uay 2, the date of the Councilmanic electioo. 
Be said Uttt the last referendum, in wUch voters sag- 
pmed the law, was held tU-ee ynrs ago, while ttie Stete 
allows another referendum in two years. He saU, "I 
mat yrar sqiport in giving the peoide a dmnce to vote 
a^Ua." 



A referendum may be held only if five percent of the 
registered boters (4,000) petition the Circuit Court for 
a vote. 

Uayor Clarence A. Holland said that be would have 
no trouble with the referendum— at another time. "1 
don't think councilmoi should be elected just because 
of how they stand Qo the blue law." 

Stete law does not permit referendums on dates Stete 
Megates are elected so that a special referendum wUch 
would cost between |12,o00 and |15,000, mlgU be the 
only vay to satisfy all conditi(»s.

Ann^Aioa 
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Lesson learned in 
Mrs, Mercer's kitchen 



First and secMid graders at Court House Elementary 
bave learned some valvable lessons in Mrs. Mercer's 
Utclien. They learned about nutrition, vitamins, food 
groups, and why certain foods are served to ttem at 
lunch time. 

Linda Atkins and Naoi^ Garden, fir^ and sectmd grade 
teachers at Court Hcmse, wanted to tMch Oieir classes 
about nutrition. Tkey asked Cafeteria Manager Elsie 
a lesson "from tlie lady who pr<^res their lunches." 

Mrs. Mercer, wbo has been with the Virginia Beach 
public Sch0(^ Food S^^iees D^iaTfment for 31 years, 
was delighted. She prepared a basic plan which would 
show the children the four food groiq>s and how it was 
necessary for nutrition's sake to have food from each 
group for their Innch. 

Using large drawings the children made, Mrs. Mercer 
showed how tbe (Afferent types of food made up a group. 
She emjAasised the nutritional value of each of the foods, 
and how they all work together in a meal to provide tte 
nutrition each child needs. 

"I was very enthused about the project," said Mrs. 
Mercer, "I th&ik' it stould be done in all schools. I've 
had a ball." 

The classroom nutrition project lasted several days, 
and Mrs. Mercer eq>ressed amazement at the children's 
response and how well they remembered. "One of the 
children in the class was going through the lunch line and 



called out to me that a certain item en his tray was from 
a particular food groqi, " she smiled. 

One of the lessons involved each class preparing a 
menu that would be served at the cafeteria. Mrs. Car- 
dM's class chose fried chicken, gravy over nushed po- 
tatoes, green beans, half an orange, roll, butter and milk. 
Mrs. Atkin's class chose tbe Thanksgiving meal, and it 
was the traditional roast turkey with gravy, dressing and 
mashed potatoes. "But they really surprised me with 
tbe vegetable. They chose buttered broccoli," said Mrs. 
MA-cer. 

Perhaps the most exciting part came when the child- 
ren "nude their own rolls" in the cafeteria. After let- 
ting some dough rise, Mrs. Mercer showed how to form 
a roll, and each child got to "make" a roll. The result- 
ing messy hands and giggles was predictable but fUn. 

The two classes finished their nutrition lessons with 
a tribute to Mrs. Mercer. Using their large drawings 
as costumes, and with a little help on the pnqis from 
Mrs. Atkins and Mrs. Carden, the children pr^ented 
a play entitled "Mrs. Mercer's Kitchen," which was 
videotaped to the delight of the chUdren and Mrs. Mercer. 

Food Services Sq>ervisor James Ratliff voiced appre- 
ciation for the efforts of both teachers and Mrs. Mercer. 
"This type of project gets the kids aware of wkt's going 
on in the cafeteria and develops a new awareness of what 
it takes to prepare the meals," he said.
